It is trying to save the sanity of the civiliz­ 
ed world 
If the United Nations were to he scuttled 
by irrational men who fear it because it is

PRESIDENT KENNED! called for a truce 
to terror. 
“The great question which confronted this 
body in 1945 is still before us.” he said, ‘i t 
is whether man’s cherished hopes for pro­ 
gress and peace are to be destroyed bv 
terror and disruption; whether the ‘foul 
winds of i.ar’ can be tamed in time to free 
the fooling winds of reason, and whether 
the pledges of our Charter are to be ful­ 
filled or defied — pledges to secure peace, 
progress, human rights and world law.” 
To show the good faith of the United States, 
President Kennedy proposed a progressive 
program of disarmament to relieve terrorism 
and the imminent possibility of nuclear de­ 
struction if one madman were to run amuck 
long enough to explode the first bomb 


LORD HOME. British foreign secretarv, 
told the Genera! Assembly that 16 years after 
the folly and wa<te of World War IT “ we 
stand mocked and disgraced by our own per­ 
formance ” 
The United Nations is still fared with the 
stark choice of whether the civilized world is 
to live or die I/>rd Home declared — not 
whether the United Nations is going to live 
or die. which is the shallow interpretation of 
the issue bv critics who curse it for its im 
perfections, hut whether the civilized world 
is going to live 
Both President Kennedy and Lord Home 
mncedf that the United Nations is an im­ 
perfect instrument for internalinna! security. 
But in its absence there would he no instru­ 
ment at all. 


THE FOREIGN minister of the Soviet 
Union Andrei A Gromyko, sketched in the 
alternative to the U N ‘s less-than-perfect 
existence in his speech to thp General As­ 
sembly 
The alternative would be unopposed return 
to a credo that the civilized world has been 


trying to outlaw since the Kellogg.Rnand 
Treaty of 1929 renounced war as an instru­ 
ment of national policy. 
Once more, might would make right. 
The Communist Conspiracy would havp li­ 
cense to roam at will over the earth — “ex­ 
ploiting civil strife,” in the words of l/ird 
Home Collective security wouldn’t even he a 
wishful thought 
It would he a dog-eat-dog 
world 
Russia would face no organized opposition 
to its psychopathic urge for endless revenge 
on the Germans — a state of mind sn obses­ 
sive with the leading figures of the Kremlin 
that Mr. Gromvko simply ignored reassur­ 
ances by both President Kennedy and l/»rd 
Home that there would he no interference 
with Russia's desire to make a treaty with 
Fast Germany 


THE WEST does not assume it is sane and 
that only Russian Communists have departed 
from their senses, that is not the shape of 
the issue 
The issue is between sanity and insanity in 
♦he mid-20lh-century world Voices among the 
Western Allies are urging war. too There are 
voices urging destruction of the United Na­ 
tions because it has been unable lo change 
the savagery' of mankind But they are not 
the voices of allied governments; they are 
not official. 
It is only the Soviet Union that is officially 
rattling rockets and threatening war 
“ Every man. woman and child lives 
under a nuclear sword of Damocles, hang­ 
ing bv the slenderest of threads, capable 
of being nit a1 any moment by accident. 
or miscalculation, or bv madness.” declared 
President Kennedv. “The weapons of war 
must he abolished before they abolish us." 
“ I am sure the Russian people don't want 
to ho incinerated any more than the British 
people hut thPv stand in equal danger if 
we don't stop squabbling, said Lord Home. 
Unless the Soviet Union is given what it 
wants, threatened Foreign Minister Gromy­ 
ko, “ no one will be able to guarantee that 
events will not overstep the fatal bound­ 
ary.” 


THE CHALLENGE is to human reason no! 
to the United Nations 
The issue is whether civilization can save 
itself, not whether one of its newer institu­ 
tions can he saved 
The question is not what will happen in 
Rerhn hut what will happen in the minds of 
those who w ill decide what to do about Berlin 
The question in its broadest sense is what 
is happening in the minds of all men rapablc 
of understanding why war would be insanity, 
whv sanity ran survive only by agreement 
to keep peace 
The question is personal in the final analy­ 
sis: What is happening in your mind’ 


Tribute To A New Hero 


Hag Hammarskjold In life was as far from 
being heroic as any slightly built, wispish 
man with a soft voice and an acute sense of 
humility appear* to his contemporaries. 
But there is significance in what has hap­ 
pened to this man in death—a thing that 
reached a massive climax when the bodies 
of the United National secretary-general and 
those who perished with him in the plane 
crash during a peace mission in the Congo 
were flown to Stockholm. 
There materialized out of the sensitivity 
of the Swedish people a demonstration of 
affection for their countrymen and his asso­ 
ciates that reflected the 
tribute 
millions 
would like to pav to a new hero 
It is of no importance now that Ham 
marskjold was the storm renter of a hot 
rontroversv in the United Nations w+ien he 
died—a great debate over whether 
the 
United Nations should enforce its policies. 
as it w'as trying to do in the Congo, or 
should he only a debating society, as the de­ 
funct League of Nations was 
As UN. secretary-general. Hrmmarskjoid 
had made his choice He believed the United 
Nations should enforce its decisions; he was 
trying to unite the dissident elements of 
the Congo Republic bv force. Had he lived, 
this would have been the definitive test of 
his skill. His opponents were of a mind to 
ruin him 
This was true of another man with an 
acute sense of humility—Abraham Lincoln. 
Had he lived to deal with the consequences 
of the Civil War. he might very well have 
hogged down in the mire of bitterness that 
was to embitter feelings so deeply many

THIS LOCAL, controlled by a 
couple of brothers. Earl and Er- 
mon Griffin, had a long history 
of. shall we say. extravagance. 
From 1952 to 1958 this 
local 
collected more than $735,909 
It 
spent more than $931,909 The air­ 
planes 
alone 
cost 
$71 880 39 
I 
don’t know how much the hunting 
pants cost — hut we do know that 
no full 
financial 
records 
were 
given the membership 
We also 
know that by I960 — exactly one 
year ago, the union had less than 
$10 090 in its treasury. 
That’s not all. There is the slight 
matter of a mysteriously missing 
$111 444 22 Sen McClellan said in 
his report to Congress that the 
money had disappeared, though it 
had been collected by the local. 
This case was of special interest 
to the senator for it developed 
out of the building of the $82 mil­ 
lion Pine Bluff Federal Arsenal 
in his home stae (rf Arkansas. 
This project went up some time 
ago But that did not lessen Mc­ 
Clellan’s interest in the case 
To construct such an arsenal 
the government contractors need­ 
ed considerable manpower — yet 
no one could be hired without be­ 
ing referred by the Griffin broth­ 
ers’ local. 


THUS NO MW could work on 
the arsenal unless he paid the 
Gnffin hoys’ union a special fee. 
according to the records which 
turned up in the probe 
lf a man worked 16 hours-a- 
week or more, he had to pay 
$3 50-a week into the Local 796 
kitty If a man could gel only 8 
to 16 hours work, he paid the 
union $1.59 a week 
This meant that many of the 
men were paving at the rate of 
$182 a year for the privilege of 
earning their daily bread 
McClellan said 
in 
his report 
that this violated the federal anti- 
kickback law 
Furthermore, the 
National Plumbers and Pipefitters 
constitution forbids such private 
taxation 
And. McClellan discov­ 
ered that the men paid the fee 
under “duress " 
What's more, most of these men 
did not get a receipt for their 
money 
The 
instructions 
from 
Earl, Griffin to the chief shop 
steward on the job, Alfred 
Red'’ 
Yocom. were that only the small 
band 
of 
original 
members 
of 
Local 706 were to get receipts 


THE OTHERS m e r e l y paid 
them forced assessment 
And when Griffin got the money 
from Yoeom, tile latter got no 
receipt from the union chief This 
meant that there were no sub­ 


stantial r e c o r d s for scores of 
thousands of dollars 
On this particular 
job. 
some 
$214,976 was collected 
But only 
$103,531.78 was deposited 
in 
a 
hank 
This left a total of Silt,- 
444 22 for which there was no sat­ 
isfactory accounting 
“ Mr. Griffin,” said Sen 
Mc­ 
Clellan. “the responsible agent for 
the collection of this money, has 
failed to produce any records and 
has failed to account for and ex­ 
plain what happened to this sum 
of $111 444 22 w h i c h was col­ 
lected” 
To add insult to injury, it took 
the committee investigators 
ll 
months to bring Griffin in with 
the available books When he did 
face the committee, 
in 
private 
sesson, he said he had been look­ 
ing for the hooks for 
all 
that 
time but had located them lust an 
hour before he departed for Wash­ 
ington 
When the investigation was over 
—exactly a year ago, Sen 
Mc­ 
Clellan said 


“The subcommittee 
.. . finds 
that these union officials who 
breached their fiduciary responsi­ 
bility should not be permitted to 
hold union office or to be en­ 
trusted with union funds ” 
So I kept mv promise to my­ 
self and checked to see what hap­ 
pened You guessed right — noth­ 
ing!

Labor ‘Machine*

NEW YORK 
In the after blow of Ute sweep 
by Mayor Robert F, Wagner in 
the Democratic primary, the im­ 
pression is growing in labor cir­ 
cles that union officials stand a 
good chance to replace the old- 
style political captains as the es­ 
sential ingredient of a successful 
campaign 
Only a handful of the city’# 599 
unions worked actively and ojienly 
for Mr. Wagner, but they were 
big ones. 
On short notice, thev were able 
to put into the field almost half 
the manpower of the Mayor’s 
“machine ” 
Some observers are speculating 
that in certain aspects of cam­ 
paigning the unions were able to 
do better than the most experi- 
enred politicians. 
For one thing, the unions were 
able to provide not only quantity 
hut also quality in the manpower 
they turned out. 
A number of unions, such as 
the Transport Workers Union and 
Local No. 3 of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, 
were able to assign experienced 
organizers on a full-time basis 
for the weeks immediately preced­ 
ing the voting. 


THESE ARE men who h a v e 
spent their lives learning how to 
influence large groups of people 
For another, the unions have 
available to them, at almost no 
extra expense, channels of com­ 
munication that fake years to 
build up 
Some unions that regularly mail 
dues receipts to their members 
simply included a pro-Wagner bro­ 
chure in the last mailing 
Others put out special editions 
of their newspapers, or inserted 
election appeals in their last regu­ 
lar edition 
A third important contribution 
was the union s ability to give 
to Assembly District workers a 
list of their members in each dis­ 
trict. and some were even able to 
note which were 
registered 
to 
vote 
Impressive as these contribu­ 
tions are in a 
political 
sense, 
many observers feel they are out­ 
weighed by the single factor of 
the union s ability to “get out the 
vote.” 
v 
The unexpectedly high turnout 
in the primary is attributed by 
some to the participation of unions 
rn the campaign 


ONE OE the Wagner campaign 
manager# noted that when mem­ 


bers 
receive 
mail 
from 
their 
unions they read it because it 
mav contain “doUar-and-cents” in­ 
formation for 
them 
Many 
of 
them, however, could be among 
those who habitually discard po­ 
litical mailings without even open­ 
ing the envelope 
Another speculation however, is 
that union members have come 
to trust their officials in the way 
they used to rely on political dis­ 
trict captains. 
According to this view a work­ 
ing man who once would have 
sought out a politician for help 
with getting a job, medical care 
or legal aid will now take these 
problems to his business agent 
As a result, he is more inclined 
to credit the union officials’ ad­ 
vice on political matters 
Another significant labor poten­ 
tial in politics is its ability to 
provide hard cadi but the union 
officials have been burned in pre­ 
vious campaigns and are wary. 
Rather than turn their money 
over to tile politicians, they have 
taken to providing 
“goods 
and 


IN THE Wagner campaign, for 
instance, the TWU put its people 
to work to reach some 50 009 mem­ 
bers bv telephone, urging them 
to vote on Primary Day. T h e 
union footed the bill. 
Other unions, like the Teamsters, 
put out a sjiectal mailing 
The 
printing and mailing costs (the 
Teamsters have their own print­ 
ing presses) were a contribution 
to the campaign 
Conflicting decisions and inter­ 
ests fragmented the union effort in 
the primary, to that the full force 
of labor s political potential was 
not felt. 
Some unions through tradition 
or special interest, supported State 
Controller Arthur Levitt Neverthe­ 
less. the power of a labor “ma­ 
chine” is not questioned

So Mr. Nixon weighed all the 
arguments against going out for 
the Republican nomination f o r 
governor of California, including 
thp possibility that it would take 
him out of the presidential race 
in 1964, and decided t h a t he 
would be just as well off anyway 
bv skipping the next presidential 
contest. 
For one thing the former vice 
president's two principal rivals 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination in 1964 — Sen. Cold­ 
water of Anzona and Gov. Rocke­ 
feller of New York — would have 
to bear the brunt of the cam­ 
paigning between now and then 
and participate actively in the 
various states Also, if Gov Rock­ 
efeller doesn’t win his own re­ 
election campaign next year in 
New York State, he will be out 
of the 1964 presidential race If, 
however, he wins by a larger mar­ 
gin than he did in 1958 he will 
have enhanced his political stat­ 
ure nationally 


THERE ALWAYS IS the out- 
side chance that, while refusing 
to be an active candidate for the 
Republican presidential nomina­ 
tion in 1964 
Mr Nixon will be 
“drafted ” This seems remote, 
Gov 
Rockefeller will he re­ 
garded as the front runner from 
now on, and the battle will he 
between the more or less “con­ 
servative” Sen. Coldwater and 
the more or less “liberal” Gov. 
Rockefeller. 
As the politicians sav. one will 
knock the other one off, or else 
there will be such a deadlock 
between the forces hehind the two 
men that the middle-of-the-road 
Nixon may be chosen as a com­ 
promise.

Total employment in approxi­ 
mately 1,100 firms and businesses 
in Columbiana County, subject to 
the Ohio Unemployment Compen­ 
sation Law, remained about the 
same in the 1959-60 period while 
payrolls rose I R per cent, a sta­ 
tistical report shows. 
The firms involved employed an 
average total of 18,032 last year, 
reporting a total payroll of $79.6 
million, according to the Division 
of Research and Statistics of the 
Ohio BUC at Columbus. 
The percentage change of the 
seven major industry divisions 
shows mining and quarrying em­ 
ployment down 9 5, payroll down 
7.9, contract construction employ­ 
ment down 1.7, payroll up 3.7; 
manufacturing

1.1, payroll up 2.7; transportation 
and utilities employment down

The report does not include ag­ 
ricultural labor, interstate rail­ 
roads, government and domestic 
service, some non-profit organi­ 
zations and employers with less 
than three workers.

Virginia Sheriff’s Bureau, under 


fire almost since its inception and 
entangled in financial difficulties, 
may be on its last legs. 


Following a meeting with mem­ 
bers of the Board of Public Works 
yesterday, one of the bureau’s 
f o u n d i n g fathers. Monongalia 
County Sheriff Clarence Johnson 
said "the best thing to do is forget 
about it (the bureau).” 


“Apparently there are many, 
many forces that don’t want <t to 
become a reality,” Johnson added 


Another member, Mingo County 
Sheriff Howard Chambers, said 
the bureau has become “ a politi­ 
cal football.” He did not elaborate. 


Difficulties center around the 
organization’s finances. So far, the 
bureau has run up more than 
$4,000 in bills and obligations. But 
the BPW said yesterday it could 
not legally approve expenditure 
schedules in their present form 


Complicating the problem is the 
fact that some of the bureau’s! 
obligations predate July I, t h e 
day it became an official agency 
by act of the 1961 Legislature. 


Atty. Gen. C. Donald Robertson 
said that to meet the bureau’s; 
legal requirements would require 
the maintenance of more than 400 
.separate accounts, a m atter not { 
considered practical. 


At least one member. Kanawha 
County Sheriff Dewey Kuhns, fa­ 
vored keeping the bureau oper­ 
ating despite the difficulties. 


“ The conclusions. . and the re­ 
strictions now placed into effect 
will rn no way curtail the efforts 
of the sheriffs to do everything 
possible within 
the 
framework 
available to implement. . .the ob­ 
jectives embodied in the legisla­ 
tion,” Kuhns said.

The World Series 
111 Never Forget 


The Los Angeles Dodgers slugger was a goat 


in his first fall classic; then came the '52 
games and a dramatic chance for revenge

S 


o m e t i m e b e f o r e the first pitch of the 1961 World 
Series, practically every contestant in the clas­ 
sic will engage in the traditional w histling-past- 
the-graveyard routine. 
“It’s just another ball game," they'll say, and 
they’ll even try to convince them selves that they 
believe it. 
I doubt if any player really becomes calloused 
to the excitem ent and tension of the Series. I’ve 
been in six big ones, and each tim e I stood out 
there and waited for the band to finish playing the 
National A nthem I had to fight the "butterflies 
in my stomach. I’m not asham ed of that. Why, even 
die bat boy, the trainer, and the um pires get caught 
in this strange grip. And as for rookies—well, they 
really have troubles. 
In my first Series in 1949, for example, the thing 
that gave mc nightm ares was the pitching of the 
New York Yankees. It had been my first full sea­ 
son with the Dodgers, and I hadn’t done too badly 
for a young fellow'. My batting average was .292, 
and I had beefed up this figure w ith 23 home runs 
and 92 runs batted in. Needless to say. I was hop­ 
ing to put a little frosting on the cake with a few 
hits in th*’ Series. But then I m et up with Albe 
Reynolds, Vie Raschi, Joe Page, and Eddie Lopat, 
the Yankee pitchers. 
To say that this m eeting was disastrous would 
be an understatem ent. By the tim e the Yankees 
had finished us off in five games, these fellows had 
me eating out of their hands. Reynolds, in the very- 
opening game, struck me out three tim es in suc­ 
cession. The ball he threw resem bled a little pea 
by the tim e it got up to the plate. And w hen his 
partners w ere throwing, it w asn’t any easier to 
hit. I cam e up with three hits for a .143 average, 
and my eight strik e-outs tied an all-tim e Series 
record for futility. Tile only consolation here was 
that I joined a pretty good hitter in the record 
book—R ogers Hornsby . 


It was three years before I m et up with Reynolds 
and his partners again, and I w asn't too sure that 
I would enjoy it. I had had a pretty fair season in 
1952, hitting for a .303 average, but season aver­ 
ages don’t always hold up in a Series. The record 
book is full of such examples: Ted W illiams’ Series 
average was only .200. Stan M usial's is .269; Willie 
Mays, .222: Ty Cobb. .262; Hornsby, .245. 
As we came up to the ’52 Series, I was lucky— 
I was on a good hitting spree. But w hen I 
dug in against Reynolds in the opening game, I 
didn’t exactly feel I had the upper hand. In the 
fourth inning, however, I clipped him for a double, 
and I felt a little better. WTell, at least I got one hit 
off him, I told myself. M aybe things w on't be as 
bad as ’49. 
In the sixth inning, w ith the score tied at 1-1 and 
Pee Wee Reese on first, Reynolds fed me a high 
curve, and I hit it over the Ebbets Field right-field 
screen. I was so tickled I felt like jum ping up and 
down as I m ade the tour of the bases. In the d ug­ 
out, the players climbed all over me as if I had 
discovered a new' world. At least I had discovered 
how to hit the great Reynolds—and it helped us 
win the opener, 4-2. 


T 


h e s e c o n d c a m ' w as 1949 all over again—only 
this tim e it was Raschi who fanned me three 
tim es as we lost, 7-1. I contributed little m ore than 
a single as we won the third game, but a d eter­ 
mined Reynolds came back and blanked us in the 
next game, 2-0, to even up the Series. 
In the fifth game, C arl Erskine. my room m ate 
and bridge partner, was m atched against Ewell 
Blackwell, and I helped my buddy to a 4-0 lead 
by hitting a th ree-ru n hom er in the fifth. Then the 
roof caved in. 
In the bottom of the fifth, the Y ankees rallied 
for five runs, sparked by a th re e -run blast by 
Johnny Mize-—his third hom er in three days. Most 


pitchers, jolted in this m anner, generally get the 
hook at this point. M anager C harley Dressen, how ­ 
ever, had a hunch, and he perm itted Erskine to 
rem ain in the game. It w-as a perfect move. Erskine 
settled down again to pitch hitless ball for the next 
six innings. We tied the score in the seventh, and 
in the lith I m anaged to knock across the winning 
run with a double. 
This undoubtedly was the most exciting game in 
which I have ever played. 


W 


E h a d our big chance to finish off the Yankees 
in the sixth game, and I got another cr; -k 
at solving Rasehi’s baffling stuff. By the third tim; 
around. I found the answ er and tagged his fast 
ball for a home run to give us a 1-0 lead. The next 
time, I clipped him for another hom er—my fourth 
in the Series—but by now the Yankees had pushed 
ahead. We lost, 3-2. 
We saw all the Y ankee pitching stars—Lopat, 
Reynolds, and Raschi, plus a terrific relief stint by 
Bob K uzava—in the final game, but it took a m i­ 
raculous shoestring catch by Billy M artin to save 
the game for New York in the last inning. The 
Yankees w ere w inners and still champions. 
A ballplayer lives for his hits, and I was pretty 
pleased w ith my four big ones against the Yankees. 
But, honestly, I would have traded them gladly 
for a Series victory for our club. Baseball is as 
sim ple as th at—nothing else seems im portant when 
you lose. 
But, of course, it was some strong consolation 
that I’d been able to answ er the challenge those 
strong-arm ed Yankee pitchers had throw n in my 
face. I’ve had some good days since then—I hit 
another four home runs in the ’55 Series (Editor's 
note: Tins is an all-tim e Series reco rd )—and I ve 
seen our Dodgers win the Series twice. But getting 
back at Reynolds &■ Co. m ade the 1952 W orld S c­ 
ries the one I’ll never forget.

In some sort of am nesia or shock, I 
had blacked all this out of my mind. T re­ 
m endously excited, I called my lawyer. 
“We’ll try to get you free tom orrow on a 
w rit.’’ he said, echoing my excitem ent. 


TW THEN i went into court, I firmly be- 
W 
lieved my ordeal was over. But in­ 
stead of a w rit of habeas corpus, I heard: 
“The State of Nevada . . . Belva Griffis . . . 
for the m urder of Clarence (Jack) Griffis. 
. . . ” I fainted. 
On M arch ll. Jack wras buried in Chico, 
Calif., w here he had lived until 1957. I 
pleaded w ithout success to attend the fu­ 
neral; I never saw’ Jack again after that 
last terrible glimpse in the kitchen. That 
night, however, I had two unexpected call­ 
ers, attorney Jack M cPherson and his wife 
Norm a We had been friends in Chico when 
he was district attorney of B utte County. 
“Belva.” he said, “you have m any good 
friends in Chico who believe in you. They 
w’ant me to represent you with a local at­ 
torney. Douglas Busey. Before I do, though. 
I have to ask you a hard question." He 
leaned forward. “Did you kill Ja ck ’’” 
"A bsolutely not!" 
“I ll represent you then,” he said, and that 
was a turning point in my life. On April 3 
detectives testified at a prelim inary hearing 
that I had told conflicting stories and lies. 
I was held w ithout bail. 


M 


e a n w h i l e , police w ere searching for 
the m urder gun they wrere certain I 
had hidden. They ripped up our apartm ent 
and pulled out all our groceries, leaving 
them to spoil. “We ll tear that building apart 
brick by brick,” one assistant district atto r­ 
ney said, “until we find that gun.’’ Mr. Mc­ 
Pherson pointed out that not only was there 
no tim e to hide a gun. but there was no rea­ 
son for me to use one. Nobody listened. 
My trial was set for July 17. I tried to tell 
authorities all my story—including the parts 
I had just recalled—but they would not talk 
to me any m ore My attorneys had me w rite 
a statem ent about the* events of M arch 3 
and sign it under penalty of perjury, but 
nothing happened. 
Finally Mr. M cPherson visited me one 
day. “Belva,” he said, “the only way I can 
get the officers to talk to you is to agree 
to another lie-detector test. But they de­ 
mand that you sign an agreem ent allowing 


either side to use the results rn court. 
“As far as I know, this has never been 
done before. If something went amiss, as 
it did last tim e—well, Belva, it could w'reck 
our case. If you say so, though, we’ll give 
it another try. And for your protection, 
we’ll hire Dr. LcMoyne Snyder to super­ 
vise the test.” 
I suppose all “crim e fans’’ know Dr. S ny­ 
der, a m em ber of the Court of Last Resort 
and a great criminologist. He has been 
called in on many celebrated cases, includ­ 
ing some studied by Erie Stanley G ardner 
who w rites the P erry Mason stories. 
The test was given July 5. The night be­ 
fore, I felt apprehensive. My life depended 
on what it would indicate. 
Dr. Snyder and a police official w'ere 
ready w'ith the polygraph when I entered 
the police station the next morning. Again 
the questions—but this tim e my answ ers 
would determ ine w hether I would go free 
or to prison. The moments w ere agonizing, 
but finally Dr. Snyder and the police were 
ready to check their results—and this time 
I had reacted perfectly! 
The next morning, amid apologies and 
even tears by one official, I was released. I 
had spent four m onths and three days in 
jail. Worse, though, was the idea that any­ 
one could 
have believed me capable of 
killing my husband.

The Reno police, working on the slimmest 
of clues from an inform er, had done a w on­ 
derful piece of detective work and tracked 
down three teen-agers. Police said the boys 
confessed to the shooting and had discarded 
their .22 caliber gun in the nearby foothills. 
L ater it was found. 
Now I am free both of the state's charges 
and the cloud of suspicion. Some day I hope 
I will be free of the bitterness. I think I 
will.

of childhood; that came only with marriage to a forceful and dominant man 


sensitive Deborah an easy whipping girl. 
Despite her shyness and fears, Deborah 
turned to play acting as a release, and when 
her father died she took up the stage in or­ 
der to support her mother and younger 
brother. Deborah’s passiveness and quiet 
beauty didn’t combine for overnight success. 
There were only bit parts until Gabriel Pas­ 
cal, a producer who was casting for Bernard 
Shaw’s “Major Barbara,” spotted her and 
asked, “Who is this sweet little maiden?” 
Deborah won a supporting role, and in 
1947 Pascal sold her contract to Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Maver for $250,000. Deborah’s natural 
standoffishness gained her the title of “The 
Duchess” in Hollywood, but, surprisingly, 
genuine affection as well. In a town where 
extrovertism is a way of life, Deborah Kerr 
somehow won favor simply by being her own 
introverted self. 
But she did not overcome those old haunt­ 
ing fears and the childhood apprehensions 
she’d known since Scotland. In 1945, she 
turned to marriage as a more fulfilling es­ 
cape from insecurity than work had pro­ 
vided. Her first husband was Anthony Bart­ 
ley, a handsome Royal Air Force ace, who 


was doomed by circumstances to play a sec­ 
ondary role in their marriage—much to the 
disappointment of both partners. 
For 12 years, as Deborah’s acting star 
rose, Tony followed her to locations all over 
the world. Tony’s activities, first as Deb­ 
orah’s business manager and later as a tele­ 
vision and movie producer, were always 
eclipsed by his wife’s fame. One friend ex­ 
plained their marriage failure this way: "He 
could no longer endure the lot of an uncele­ 
brated man married to a celebrated woman.” 
A 
s a l w a y s , when difficulties in her private 
. life l>ecame unbearable, Deborah turned 
more and more to acting as her refuge from 
feelings of inadequacy. Even she admits that 
it is a form of escape. “I have always wanted 
to be other people—not just one other, but 
many others.” 
Marriage to Peter Viertel—who is of Ger­ 
man, Austrian, Polish, and Russian descent 
—has at last brought Deborah out of this un­ 
real existence. At times he acts as a sort of 
father confessor, allowing Delx>rah to dis­ 
cuss her fears, an opportunity she hasn’t had 
since she w'as a little girl. 


Having a dominant man in the house who 
is willing to shoulder responsibility has been 
good for both Deborah and her daughters, 
who divide their time between Bartley and 
the Viertels. Peter has relieved Deborah 
from the responsibility of being the “heavy” 
with her daughters, a task always distasteful 
to her. On the other hand, the girls appre­ 
ciate the new strictness in their lives. “Me­ 
lanie and Francesca respond to his marvelous 
way with youngsters,” Deborah says. “He is 
direct and blunt. If they’re making too much 
noise, he simply tells them to ‘shut up,’ and 
they always do.” 
Peter is just as firm with Deborah. “I’ve 
never been interested in clothes, for one 
thing,” Deborah explains. “I hate shopping 
—it’s ghastly—but Peter insists that I go 
with him. While he likes casual clothing here 
in Kiesters, in town he demands elegance. 
As a result, I’m much better dressed today.” 
What will the future hold for Deborah? 
After years of submergence in her career, 
Deborah admits, “I’m finding it increasing­ 
ly hard to work.”

Tribute To A New Hero 


Dag Hammarskjold in life was as far from 
being heroic as any slightly built, wispish 
man with a soft voice and an acute sense of 
humility appears to his contemporaries. 
But there is significance in what has hap­ 
pened to this man in death—a thing that 
reached a massive rlim ax when the bodies 
of the United National secretary-general and 
thoae who perished with him in the plane 
crash during a peace mission in the Congo 
were flown to Stockholm. 
There materialized out of the sensitivity 
of the Swedish people a demonstration of 
affection for their countrymen and his asso­ 
ciates that reflected the 
tribute 
millions 
would like to pav to a new hero 
It is of no importance now that Ham­ 
marskjold was the storm center of a hot 
controversy in the United Nations when he 
died—a 
great debate over whether 
the 
United Nations should enforce its policies. 
as it w-as trying to do in the Congo, or 
should be only a debating society, as the de­ 
funct League of Nations was 
As U N . secretary-general. Hcmmarskjold 
hid made his choice. He believed the United 
Nations should enforce its decisions; he was 
trying to unite the dissident elements of 
the Congo Republic by force. Had he lived. 
this would have been the definitive test of 
his skill. His opponents were of a mind to 
ruin him 
This was true of another man with an 
acute sense of humility—Abraham Lincoln. 
Had he lived to deal with the consequences 
of the Civil War. he might very well have 
bogged down in the m ire of bitterness that 
was to embitter feelings so deeply many

Labor ’Machine

NEW YORK 
In the after blow of die sweep 
by Mayor Robert F. Wagner in 
the Democratic primary, the im­ 
pression is growing in labor cir­ 
cles that union officials stand a 
good chance to replace the old- 
style political captains as the es­ 
sential ingredient of a successful 
campaign 
Only a handful of the city’s 500 
unions worked actively and openly 
for Mr. Wagner, but they were 
big ones 


On short notice, they were able 
to put into the field almost half 
the manpower of the 
Mayor’s 
“ machine " 
Some observers are speculating 
that in certain aspects of Tam­ 
pa ignmg the unions were able to 
do better than the most experi­ 
enced politicians 
For one thing, the unions were 
able to provide not only quantity 
but also quality rn the manpower 
they turned out. 
A number of unions, such as 
the Transport Workers Union and 
I/veal No. 3 of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, 
were able to assign experienced 
organizers on a full-time basis 
for the weeks immediately preced­ 
ing the voting. 


THESE ARE men who h a v e 
spent their lives learning how' to 
influence large groups of people 
For another, the unions have 
available to them, at almost no 
extra expense, channels of com­ 
munication that take years to 
build up. 
Some unions that regularly mail 
dues receipts to their members 
simply included a pro-Wagner bro­ 
chure in the last mailing 
Others put out special editions 
of their newspapers, or inserted 
election appeals rn their last regu­ 
lar edition 
A third important contribution 
was the union's ability to give 
to Assembly District workers a 
list of their members in each dis­ 
trict. and some were even able to 
note which were 
registered 
to 
vote 
Impressive as 
these 
contribu­ 
tions are in a 
political 
sense, 
many observers feel they are out­ 
weighed by the single factor of 
the union's ability to “get out the 
vote." 
» 
The unexpectedly high turnout 
in the prim ary is attributed by 
some to the participation of unions 
in the campaign 


ONE OF the Wagner campaign 
m anagers noted that when mem­ 


bers 
receive 
mail 
from 
their 
unions they read it because it 
mav contain ’ dollar-and-cents” in­ 
formation for 
them 
Many 
of 
them, however 
could be among 
those who habitually discard po­ 
litical mailings without even open­ 
ing the envelope. 
Another speculation, however, is 
♦hat union members have rome 
to trust their officials in the way 
they used to rely on political dis­ 
trict captains. 
According to this view a work­ 
ing man who once would have 
sought out a politician for help 
with getting a job. medical care 
or legal aid will now take these 
problems to his business agent. 
.As a result, he is more inclined 
to credit the union officials' ad­ 
vice on political matters 
Another significant labor poten­ 
tial in politics is its ability to 
provide hard cash but the union 
officials have been burned rn pre­ 
vious camjvaigns and are wary'. 
Rather than turn their money 
over to die politicians, they have 
taken to providing 
“goods 
and 
services". 


IN THE Wagner campaign, for 
instance, the TWH put its people 
to work to reach some 50 OOO mem­ 
bers by telephone, urging them 
to vote on Prim ary Day. T h e 
union footed the bill. 
Other unions, like the Teamsters, 
put out a special mailing. The 
printing and mailing costs (the 
Team sters have their own prim ­ 
ing presses) w'ere a contribution 
to the campaign 
Conflicting decisions and inter­ 
ests fragmented the union effort in 
the primary, so that the full force 
of labor's political potential was 
not felt. 
Some unions through tradition 
or sjiecial interest, supjxirted State 
Controller Arthur Levitt. Neverthe­ 
less. the power of a labor "m a­ 
chine" is not questioned

The World Series I II Never Forget By d u k e s n i d e r 


EAST LIVERPOOL REVIEW 
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o m e t i m e b e f o r e the f i r s t pitch o f the 1961 W orld 
Series, practically every’ contestant in the clas­ 
sic will engage in the traditional w histlm g-past- 
the-graveyard routine. 
“It’s just another ball game,” they’ll say, and 
they’ll even try to convince them selves that they 
believe it. 
I doubt if any player really becomes calloused 
to the excitem ent and tension of the Series. I’ve 
been in six big ones, and each tim e I stood out 
there and waited for the band to finish playing the 
National Anthem I had to fight the “butterflies 
in my stomach. I’m not asham ed of that. Why, even 
the bat boy. the trainer, and the um pires get caught 
in this strange grip. And as for rookies—well, they 
really have troubles. 
In my first Series in 1949, for example, the thing 
that gave me nightm ares was the pitching of the 
New York Yankees. It had been my first full sea­ 
son with the Dodgers, and I hadn’t done too badly 
for a young fellow. My batting average was .292, 
and I had beefed up this figure w ith 23 home runs 
and 92 runs batted in. Needless to say, I was hop­ 
ing to put a little frosting on the cake with a few 
hits in the Series. But then I m et up with Albe 
Reynolds, Vie Raschi, Joe Page, and Eddie Lopat, 
the Yankee pitchers. 
To say that this m eeting was disastrous would 
be an understatem ent. By the tim e the Yankees 
had finished us off in five games, thc'se fellows had 
me eating out of their hands. Reynolds, in the very 
opening game, struck me out three tim es in suc­ 
cession. The ball he threw resem bled a little pea 
by the time it got up to the plate. And when his 
partners w ere throwing, it w'asn’t any easier to 
hit. I came up with three hits for a .143 average, 
and my eight strike-outs tied an all-tim e Series 
record for futility. The only consolation here was 
that I joint'd a pretty good hitter in the record 
book—R ogers H ornsby. 


It was three years before I m et up with Reynolds 
and his partners again, and I w asn’t too sure that 
I would enjoy it. I had had a pretty fair season in 
1952, hitting for a .303 average, but season aver­ 
ages don’t always hold up in a Series. The record 
book is full of such examples: Ted W illiams’ Series 
average was only .200. Stan M usial's is .269: Willie 
Mays, .222; Ty Cobb. .262; Hornsby, .245. 
As we came up to the ’52 Series, I was lucky— 
I was on a good hitting spree. But w hen I 
dug in against Reynolds in the opening game, I 
didn’t exactly feel I had the upper hand. In the 
fourth inning, however, I clipped him for a double, 
and I felt a little better. Well, at least I got one hit 
off him, I told myself. Maybe things w on’t be as 
bad as '49. 
In the sixth inning, w ith the score tied at 1-1 and 
Pee Wee Reese on first, Reynolds fed me a high 
curve, and I hit it over the Ebbets Field right-field 
screen. I was so tickled I felt like jum ping up and 
down as I made the tour of the bases. In the dug­ 
out. the players climbed all over me as if I had 
discovered a new’ world. At least I had discovered 
how to hit the great Reynolds—and it helped us 
win the opener, 4-2. 
T 


h e s e c o n d g a m * ' was 1949 all over again—only 
this tim e it was Raschi who fanned me three 
tim es as we lost, 7-1. I contributed little m ore than 
a single as we won the third game, but a d eter­ 
mined Reynolds came back and blanked us in the 
next game, 2-0, to even up the Series. 
In the fifth game, Carl Erskine. my room m ate 
and bridge partner, was m atched against Ewell 
Blackwell, and I helped my buddy to a 4-0 lead 
by hitting a th ree-ru n hom er m the fifth. Then the 
roof caved in. 
In the bottom of the fifth, the Y ankees rallied 
for five runs, sparked by a th re e -run blast by 
Johnny Mize—his third hom er in three days. Most 


pitchers, jolted in this m anner, generally get the 
hook at this point. M anager Charley Dressen, how ­ 
ever. had a hunch, and he perm itted Erskine to 
rem ain in the game. It was a perfect move. Erskine 
settled down again to pitch hitless ball for the next 
six innings We tied the score in the seventh, and 
in the lith I managed to knock across the winning 
run with a double. 
'Hus undoubtedly was the most exciting game in 
which I have ever played. 


W 


E h a d our big chance to finish off the Yankees 
in the sixth game, and I got another en h. 
at solving Raschi’s baffling stuff. By the third time 
around, I found the answ er and tagged his fast 
ball for a home run to give us a 1-0 lead. The next 
time, I clipped him for another hom er—my fourth 
in the Series—but by now the Y ankees had pushed 
ahead. We lost, 3-2. 
We saw all the Y ankee pitching stars—Lopat. 
Reynolds, and Raschi, plus a terrific relief stint by 
Bob K uzava—in the final game, but it took a m i­ 
raculous shoestring catch by Billy M artin to save 
the game for New York in the last inning. The 
Yankees w ere w inners and still champions. 
A ballplayer lives for his hits, and I was pretty 
pleased with my four big ones against the Yankees. 
But, honestly, I would have traded them gladly 
for a Series victory for our club. Baseball is as 
simple as th a t—nothing else seems im portant when 
you lose. 
But, of course, it was some strong consolation 
that I d been able to answ er the challenge those 
strong-arm ed Yankee pitchers had throw n in my 
face. I’ve had some good days since then—I hit 
another four home runs in the ’55 Series (Editor's 
note: This is an all-tim e Series reco rd )—and I ve 
seen our Dodgers win the Series twice. But getting 
back at Reynolds & Co. m ade the 1952 W orld Se­ 
ries the one I’ll never forget.

h e n I w e n t into court, I firmly be­ 
lieved my ordeal was over. But in­ 
stead of a w rit of habeas corpus, I heard:

Jack wjas buried in Chico, 
Calif., w here he had lived until 1957. I 
pleaded w ithout success to attend the fu­ 
neral; I never saw Jack again after that 
last terrible glimpse in the kitchen. That 
night, however, I had two unexpected call­ 
ers, attorney Jack M cPherson and his wife 
Norma. We had been friends in Chico when 
he was district attorney of B utte County. 
“Belva,” he said, “you have m any good 
friends in Chico who believe in you They 
wrant me to represent you with a local at­ 
torney. Douglas Busey. Before I do. though. 
I have to ask you a hard question.

leaned forw ard. “Did you kill Ja c k '’" 
"Absolutely not!" 
“I’ll represent you then,” he said, and that 
was a turning point in my life. On April 3 
detectives testified at a prelim inary hearing 
that I had told conflicting stories and lies. 
I was held w ithout bail.

e a n w h i l e , police w ere searching for 
the m urder gun they were certain I 
had hidden They ripped up our apartm ent 
and pulled out all our groceries, leaving 
them to spoil. “We ll tear that building apurt 
brick by brick, ’ one assistant district atto r­ 
ney said, “until we find that gun.” Mr. Mc­ 
Pherson pointed out that not only was there 
no tim e to hide a gun, but there was no rea­ 
son for me to use one. Nobody listened. 
My trial was set for July 17. I tried to tell 
authorities all my story—including the parts 
I had just recalled—but they would not talk 
to me any more. My attorneys had me w rite 
a statem ent about the* events of M arch 3 
and sign it under penalty of perjury, but 
nothing happened 
Finally Mr. M cPherson visited me one 
day. “Belva,” he said, “the only way I can 
get the officers to talk to you is to agree 
to another lie-detector test. But they de­ 
mand that you sign an agreem ent allowing 


either side to use the results in court. 
“As far as I know, this has never been 
done before. If something went amiss, as 
it did last time—well, Belva, it could w reck 
our case. If you say so, though, we’ll give 
it another try. And for your protection, 
w e’ll hire Dr. LeMoyne Snyder to super­ 
vise the test.” 
I suppose all “crim e fans” know Dr. S ny­ 
der, a m em ber of the C ourt of Last Resort 
and a great criminologist. He has been 
called in on m any celebrated cases, includ­ 
ing some studied by Erie Stanley G ardner 
w'ho writes the P erry Mason stories. 
The test was given July 5. The night be­ 
fore. I felt apprehensive. My life depended 
on what it w’ould indicate.

Again 
the questions—but this tim e my answ ers 
would determ ine w hether I would go free 
or to prison. The mom ents w ere agonizing, 
but finally Dr. Snyder and the police were 
ready to check their results—and this tim e 
I had reacted perfectly! 
The next morning, amid apologies and 
even tears by one official, I was released. I 
had spent four m onths and three days in 
jail Worse, though, was the idea that any­ 
one could 
have believed me capable of 
killing my husband.

"Well, it’s ail over now’,” a w ell-w isher 
said as I stepped into the sunshine a free 
woman.

pierced the night. Her mother rushed 
into her room to find her daughter cowering 
under her blankets. “The tree,” she screamed. 
“The tree—ifs going to crush me to death!” 
The mother cradled the girl’s head in her 
arms and talked to her soothingly. What hap­ 
pened was nothing new. Deborah had been 
frightened again and again by the gnarled 
old elm tree outside her window, which 
spread a terrifying shadow across her bed. 
“I always feared the tree would crash 
through the house and bury me beneath its 
weight,” Deborah Kerr, now a mature and 
internationally acclaimed movie actress, con­ 
fessed to me a short while ago. “ Yet the tree 
was only a symbol of the insecurity that has 
haunted me through most of my life.” 
Deborah Kerr’s insecurity can be traced to 
an invalid father, a persecution complex in 
school, an unsuccessful marriage, and the 
fact that, feminine as she is, for a long while 
she had to play the role of decision maker, 
“man of the house.” • 
Her only refuge had been her work, on 
which she concentrated with such fanaticism 
that a long-time acquaintance, actress Lois 


Maxwell, once remarked: “ Nothing will ever 
stop this girl from getting what she wants.” 
At last Deborah has got what she wants— 
but not the way Lois pictured it. After many 
laurels as an actress in “ From Here to Eter­ 
nity,” “The King and I,’’ “Tea and Sym­ 
pathy,” “ Heaven Knows, Mr. Allison,” and 
“Separate Tables,” Deborah’s interest in her 
career has suddenly limited itself to an occa­ 
sional “irresistible” role—such as “The In­ 
nocents,” which she recently completed for 
20th-Century Fox. I learned the reason for 
this change during the three days I spent 
with her and her new husband, writer Peter 
Viertel, in their mountain hideaway near

sensitive Deborah an easy whipping girl. 
Despite her shyness and fears, Deborah 
turned to play acting as a release, and when 
her father died she took up the stage in or­ 
der to support her mother and younger 
brother. Deborah’s passiveness and quiet 
beauty didn’t combine for overnight success. 
There were only bit parts until Gabriel Pas­ 
cal, a producer who was casting for Bernard 
Shaw’s “Major Barbara,” spotted her and 
asked, “Who is this sweet little maiden?” 
Deborah w’on a supporting role, and in 
1947 Pascal sold her contract to Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer for $250,000. Deborah’s natural 
standoffish ness gained her the title of “The 
Duchess” in Hollywood, but, surprisingly, 
genuine affection as well. In a town where 
extrovertism is a way of life, Deborah Kerr 
somehow won favor simply by being her own 
introverted self. 
But she did not overcome those old haunt­ 
ing fears and the childhood apprehensions 
she’d known since Scotland. In 1945, she 
turned to marriage as a more fulfilling es­ 
cape from insecurity than work had pro­ 
vided. Her first husband was Anthony Bart­ 
ley, a handsome Royal Air Force ace, who 


was doomed by circumstances to play a sec­ 
ondary role in their marriage-—much to the 
disappointment of both partners. 
For 12 years, as Deborah’s acting star 
rose, Tony followed her to locations all over 
the world. Tony’s activities, first as Deb­ 
orah’s business manager and later as a tele­ 
vision and movie producer, were always 
eclipsed by his wife’s fame. One friend ex­ 
plained their marriage failure this way: “He 
could no longer endure the lot of an uncele­ 
brated man married to a celebrated woman.” 
A 
s a l w a y s , when difficulties in her private 
. life became unbearable, Deborah turned 
more and more to acting as her refuge from 
feelings of inadequacy. Even she admits that 
it is a form of escape. “I have always wanted 
to be other people—not just one other, but 
many others.” 
Marriage to Peter Viertel—who is of Ger­ 
man, Austrian, Polish, and Russian descent 
—has at last brought Deborah out of this un­ 
real existence. At times he acts as a sort of 
father confessor, allowing Deborah to dis­ 
cuss her fears, an opportunity she hasn’t had 
since she was a little girl. 


Having a dominant man in the house who 
is willing to shoulder responsibility has been 
good for both Deborah and her daughters, 
who divide their time between Bartley and 
the Viertels. Peter has relieved Deborah 
from the responsibility of being the “heavy” 
with her daughters, a task always distasteful 
to her. On the other hand, the girls appre­ 
ciate the new strictness in their lives.
